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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


CORN EARWORM damage to pods of late soybeans in Wicomico County, Maryland, 
heaviest since 1957. LYGUS BUGS continue very heavy in alfalfa in lower 
elevations in Arizona, and adults and nymphs averaged 15 per sweep in hay 
fields near Parmer, Idaho. (p. 1085). THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER 
increasing in alfalfa in scattered southwest sections of Oklahoma. SPIDER 
MITES contributing to defoliation of alfalfa seed crop in several fields in 
Orovada area of Nevada. HESSIAN FLY present over large portion of Kansas; 
early planted fields in Gove County showed 30-70 percent infestation; early 
planted, susceptible wheat varieties 100 percent infested at Hays Experiment 
Station, Ellis County, and damage to wheat reported in Mitchell County. 
SORGHUM MIDGE causing 70-80 percent injury to late-planted sorghum in Cochise 
County, Arizona. (p. 1086). FALL ARMYWORM continues a problem in several 
eastern Texas counties on pasture and lawn grasses; also of concern on early 
seeded small grains in same areas. (p. 1087). 


HICKORY SHUCKWORM increasing where pecans are present in southern Alabama, and 
FALL WEBWORM heavy on pecans in southwest Georgia. APHIDS, Myzocallis caryae- 
foliae and Monellia costalis, moderately heavy on pecan trees in Eddy County, 
New Mexico, and Melanocallis caryaefoliae completely defoliated several pecan 
orchards in Mobile and Baldwin Counties, Alabama. (p. 1088). 


BEET ARMYWORM and CABBAGE LOOPER caused considerable injury to lettuce in 
Maricopa County, Arizona. MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE damage moderate to heavy in 
home garden beans in 3 Ohio counties. (p. 1089). 


DETECTION 


New county records reported were SOYBEAN CYST NEMATODE in Hickman County, 
Kentucky (p. 1086); PEAR PSYLLA in Mono County, California (p. 1087); ELM LEAF 
BEETLE in Pawnee, Stafford, Ellis, Russell, Ellsworth, Scott, Trego, Lane, Gove 
and Rice Counties, Ohio (p. 1091); and MIMOSA WEBWORM in Fulton County, Ohio 
(p. 1093). WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES were reported for the first time in Greene, 
Davidson and Carroll Counties, Tennessee; Calhoun County, Georgia; Bullock 
County, Alabama; and St. John the Baptist Parish, Louisiana, (pp. 1096-1097).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING OCTOBER 8 


Temperaturewise, the weather during the week was mostly mild, with significant 
deviations from normal restricted to small areas. Freezing temperatures were 
mostly limited to mountain and plateau regions of the Far West. Bondurant, 
Wyoming, registered a 9° low for the coolest reported. Medford, Oregon, led 
the way in the southern Oregon-northern California area, with an average 7° 
below normal. Other centers less deficient in temperature were in southwest 
Arizona and the central Kansas-Nebraska area. 


The largest positive departures were recorded along the Canadian Border from 
Montana to Maine. International Falls, Minnesota, had the greatest with 8°. 
Averages also ranged about 4° over seasonal along the south Atlantic coast. 


Precipitation of some form fell in all states, but some areas of Texas, Montana 
and the desert Southwest were without any. Snow fell in the high Sierras and 
light rain was recorded along the Coastal Range of California, with up to 1.50 
inches on the north coast of that State. Measurable precipitation fell over 
most of the Pacific Northwest and scattered showers provided most of the rain- 
fall for the Rocky Mountain States. Casper, Wyoming, totaled 2.49 inches for 
the week for the heaviest. 


Over the Midwest, persisting storm centers spread moderate to heavy rain from 
the western Great Lakes southward into Arkansas and Oklahoma. Amounts to 4 
inches were recorded in Illinois and Missouri. However, Chicago received very 
little of the copious rainfall to continue a pattern set by the 2 previous 
months, which have been the driest August and September on record there, 


From the central Gulf coast into central Maine, rainfall totals were generally 
over 1 inch, with 2-inch amounts common from northern Florida to the central 
Ohio Valley, and also from northeast New York southward to the Chesapeake Bay 
and over much of the central Appalachians. Locally heavier totals were 
scattered over much of the area. Swainsboro, Georgia, had nearly 7 inches in 
24 hours and Williamsport, Pennsylvania, totaled nearly 6 inches for the week. 


From the 4th to the 7th, a severe coastal rainstorm, in part due to hurricane 
Daisy offshore in the Atlantic, left from 5 to 12 inches east of the Connecticut 
River, from southern Maine and central New Hampshire southward in New England, 
Reading, Massachusetts, totaled 12.01 inches and Providence, Rhode Island, broke 
its old single rainstorm record. Heavy 24-hour falls on the 5th-6th initiated 
the flooding which caused widespread damage in Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
Homes were evacuated, highways and subways were swamped, and cars were trapped. 
Wind damage was mostly restricted to shore areas, and 24 deaths were attributed 
to the storm. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - ARIZONA - Continues to cause serious 

injury to alfalfa in lower elevations. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Still 
in alfalfa in Colfax County and near Artesia, Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
IDAHO - Averaged 1 larva per 2 sweeps in alfalfa hay fields near Parma, Canyon 
County. (Waters). OKLAHOMA - Generally -light in alfalfa checked in southwest 

and central areas; heavier counts of 30 per 10 sweeps noted in Choctaw County, 
southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). VIRGINIA - Light in several fields of alfalfa 

in Floyd County. (Tarpley, Oct. 2). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - MARYLAND - Larvae continue to feed on pods and 
foliage of late soybeans in Wicomico County. Damage to pods heaviest since 

ENS - (U. Md., Ent. Dept.) VIRGINIA - Light on alfalfa in several fields in 
Floyd County. (Tarpley, Oct. 2). OHIO - Few larvae still found in late-maturing 
field corn in south central counties. Populations extremely light in field corn, 
but moderate to heavy in sweet corn. (Lyon). OKLAHOMA - Continues light to 
moderate in alfalfa in southwest, central and north central areas. Some light 
activity continues in grain sorghum in southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - OKLAHOMA- Light to moderate, 10-75 per 

10 sweeps, in southwestern area alfalfa; continues active in north central areas. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Ranged 1-3 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in Spink 
County. (Hintz). VIRGINIA - Light in several alfalfa fields in Floyd County. 
(Tarpley, Oct. 2). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege Similalis) - OKLAHOMA - Light to medium in alfalfa 
checked in southwest and central areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND - Adults continue to cause 
moderate foliage damage to soybeans on lower Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - ALABAMA - Populations medium and 
causing some damage to soybeans in Baldwin and Mobile Counties. (Seibels, 
Sept. 28). Light to moderate on soybeans in southwestern counties. (Buttram). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - IDAHO - Averaged 1 adult per 10 sweeps in 
alfalfa at Parma, Canyon County. (Waters). VIRGINIA - Larvae light in several 
fields of alfalfa in section of Floyd County; mostly first and second instars. 
(Tarpley, Talley, Oct. 2). 


AN ALFALFA SEED CHALCID (Bruchophagus roddi) - NEVADA - Present in Orovada, 
Humboldt County; degree of infestation unknown. (Lauderdale). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Populations continue very heavy in alfalfa 
in lower elevations. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). IDAHO - Adults and nymphs of several 
species averaged 15 per sweep in hay fields near Parmer, Canyon County. (Waters). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) — SOUTH DAKOTA - Ranged 4-115 per 
100 sweeps in Spink County alfalfa; this is northernmost advance in State this 
year. Approximately 5-10 percent alates. (Hintz). NEBRASKA - Averaged 4 per 
sweep in Fillmore County alfalfa. (Bergman). OKLAHOMA - Generally light in 
alfalfa checked throughout southwestern, central and southeastern areas. Light 
to medium, up to 20 per square foot, in young plantings in Frederick area, 
Tillman County; some damage to young stands reported in Cotton County, south- 
west. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Continues a problem in Colfax County 
fields and near Artesia, Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). COLORADO - Ranged 
0-10 per 100 sweeps in western part of State and 1,000-3,400 per 100 sweeps in 
Arkansas Valley. (Bulla, Schweissing). IDAHO - None found during recent October 
survey of alfalfa in Canyon County. (Bechtolt). WASHINGTON - Light populations 
observed on alfalfa in Benton County at Paterson, Plymouth, Kennewick, Kiona and 
Presser. This is first occurrence in State this year. (Klostermeyer) . 
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PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - IDAHO - Ranged 35-45 per sweep in hay fields near 
Parmer, Canyon County. (Waters). Mummies exceptionally common in alfalfa checked 
during September and October throughout Canyon County. Population appeared to be 
at least 25 percent parasitized in one field in Dry Lake area of county. (Bechtolt). 
COLORADO - Ranged 0-100 per 100 sweeps in western part of State. (Bulla). 

OKLAHOMA - Occasional aphid found in alfalfa in Hobart area, southwest. Light 
populations noted in Choctaw County area, southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 

NEBRASKA - Averaged 350 per sweep in Fillmore County alfalfa. (Bergman). SOUTH 
DAKOTA - Continues present in high numbers; ranged 75-100 per 10 sweeps in north 
central area. Approximately 20 percent of total population alates. (Hintz). 


STINK BUGS - NORTH CAROLINA - Undetermined species, per 50 feet of row in soy- 
beans, averaged 2 adults and 5.5 nymphs in Pender County; 5 adults and 10 nymphs 
in southwest Brunswick and southeast Columbus Counties; and 5 adults and 7 nymphs 
in Sampson County. (Mount). ALABAMA - Nezara viridula ranged light to moderate 
on soybeans in southwestern counties. (Buttram). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - OKLAHOMA - Building up on 
alfalfa in scattered sections of southwest area; ranged 10-25 per 10 sweeps. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Ranged 12-15 per 25 sweeps in alfalfa in 
Artesia area, Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPIDER MITES - NEVADA - Heavy in several alfalfa seed fields in Orovada, Humboldt 
County; contributing to defoliation of seed crop. (Lauderdale). 


SOYBEAN CYST NEMATODE (Heterodera glycines) - KENTUCKY - Two new properties found 
infested in Hickman County. This is a new county record. (PPC, Cent. Reg., Aug. 
Ri pitaey) ie 5 


GRASSHOPPERS - SOUTH DAKOTA = Unspecified species damaging borders of winter 
wheat fields in central area; damage generally very light and most evident where 
wheat is planted in strips between strips of small grain stubble. (Burge). NEW 
MEXICO - Intermediate and late-hatching species averaged 6 per Square yard in an 
area of Mora County; 95 percent of females examined showed partial to fully 
developed eggs and 5 percent showed eggs had recently been laid. Recent rains 
have made soil conditions ideal for egg laying. Populations averaged 3 per 
square yard in Colfax County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). IDAHO - Ranged 1-5 per square 
yard on open hillsides along middle fork of Salmon River; Melanoplus sanguinipes, 
Bradynotes sp. and Bruneria sordida principal species encountered. (Evans) . 


HESSIAN FLY (Phytophaga destructor) - KANSAS - Present over large portion of 
State. Counts in western and central areas showed trace to 90 percent of volun- 
teer wheat plants infested in Trego, Gove, Lane, Finney, Ford, Pawnee and Barton 
Counties. All planted fields showed zero to trace infestation, except early 
planted fields in Gove County which showed 30-70 percent infestation. (Somsen). 
Small to large larvae plentiful in field of wheat in Dickinson County, central 
area. Few small larvae and flaxseeds found in small volunteer wheat in Saline 
County, central area. Early planted, susceptible wheat varieties 100 percent 
infested, with up to 15-20 flaxseeds per tiller, at Hays Experiment Station, 
Ellis County, central area. (Painter, Somsen). Damage reported to wheat in 
Mitchell County, north central area. (Gates). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) — ARIZONA - Causing 70-80 percent injury 
to late-planted sorghum in Cochise County; very little injury to early plantings. 
(Ariza Coop. Sure 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - OHIO - Light to moderate damage found 
in several south central counties. Counts ranged 1-14 infested plants per 25 
corn plants. Largest borer populations found in late-maturing corn. (Lyon). 


light in corn fields in central and southern areas. (Bergman). WISCONSIN - 
Lodging caused by D. longicornis very light in corn examined. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - NEBRASKA - D. ere adult populations 
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CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy populations causing 
heads of late sorghum to become sticky in Tipton area, Tillman County. Moderate, 
scattered populations also present in sorghum in leaf sheath area of plant. 
Populations light on Johnson grass in southwest and southeast areas. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Heavy on sweet corn plantings in Angwin area, Napa County. 
(Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - TEXAS - Adults very numerous and few nymphs 
found on late grain sorghum in Brazos County. (Newton). 


ONE-SPOT STINK BUG (Euschistus variolarius) - OHIO - Moderate on sweet corn in 
many south central counties; 4-5 adults counted on one sweet corn plant in Greene 
County. (Rings, Lyon). 


WHEAT CURL MITE (Aceria tulipae) - KANSAS - Trace numbers found in volunteer wheat 
in central, west central, southwest and south central areas. None found on 
planted wheat except in Meade County, southwest, where one mite found on one 
plant. (Somsen). Mites and evidence of mosaic noted on trapped leaves in field 
of volunteer wheat in Dickinson County, central area. (Painter, Somsen). 


SUNFLOWER MOTH (Homoeosoma electellum) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae medium in seeds of 
safflower in Robbins, Sutter County. Indications are this species becoming pest 
in safflower production. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - ALABAMA - Third-generation larvae heavy on 
zoysia and lawns in Crenshaw County. (Buttram). TEXAS - Continues a problem in 
several counties in eastern half of State on pasture and lawn grasses, particularly 
Bermuda grass. Also, becoming of concern on early seeded small grains in same 
areas. (Newton). OKLAHOMA - Only light populations found in southwest and central 
areas on alfalfa, volunteer wheat and grasses. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). OHIO - Immature 
forms ranged 10-15 per 50 sweeps in Jefferson County. (Griswold, Lyon). 


SOD WEBWORMS (Crambus spp.) - OHIO - Extremely heavy in cemetery turf near 
Waverly, Pike County; 24 pupal cases per square foot. Reported 12 times during 
past 3 years in Franklin, Montgomery and Ross Counties. (Holdsworth, Polivka). 


RHODES-GRASS SCALE (Antonina graminis) - ARIZONA - Larvae injuring some varieties 
of Bermuda grass lawns in Salt River Valley. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


APPLE LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca maligna) - UTAH - Sometimes numerous; moderately 
discolored apple foliage in some central and northern small home orchards. 
Averaged slightly below normal damage this season. (Knowlton). 


PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - CALIFORNIA - Adults medium on pear trees in 
Coleville, Mono County; this is a new county record. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - OHIO — Records on harvested 
fruit through October 4 indicate low infestations in northern area; doubtful if 
more than 0.1 percent of apples was infested at Wooster, Wayne County. (Cutright). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus erniciosus) - CALIFORNIA - Medium and local on pear 
fruit in Sebastopol, Sonoma County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PEAR RUST MITE (Epitrimerus pyri) - WASHINGTON - Noted on pears on the Royal 
Slope, Grant County. (Burts). 


A SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus mcdanieli) - UTAH - Caused conspicuous webbing in lower 
crotches, especially in apple orchards, in Salt Lake and Weber Counties. 
(Knowlton). 
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GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - COLORADO - Fall migrants not returned to 
peach trees in western part of State. (Bulla). 


PEACH TREE BORER (Sanninoidea exitiosa) - OHIO - Damage light to moderate on 
young, untreated peach trees near Wilmington, Clinton County; exudation of gum 
mixed with boring of larvae at base of trees indicated presence. (Lyon). 


PEACH TWIG BORER (Anarsia lineatella) - COLORADO - Caused only light injury to 
peaches in western area; peach harvest complete in all areas. (Bulla). 


HICKORY SHUCKWORM (Laspeyresia caryana) - ALABAMA - Increasing in practically 
every southern county where pecans are present this year; several trees in Lee 
County with 100 percent infestation. (Seibels, Buttram). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - GEORGIA - Heavy on pecans in several south- 
western counties. (Galbreath). 


APHIDS - NEW MEXICO - Myzocallis caryaefoliae and Monellia costalis moderately 
heavy on pecan trees checked in Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ALABAMA - 
Several pecan orchards in Mobile and Baldwin Counties completely defoliated by 
Melanocallis caryaefoliae. (Seibels). ; 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens) - MEXICO - Treatment continued at Ensenada 
and Tijuana, Baja California; third and final treatment began in former area and 
fifth treatment started in latter area. Total of 33,699 fruit and shade trees 
on 6,671 properties in area involving 3,630 acres treated in these 2 areas. 
Total of 5,915 inspections made of 1,619 traps on 845 properties in cities of 
Ensenada, Tecate and Tijuana. Traps in Tijuana yielded 4 females and 2 males; 
traps in other cities negative. (PPC, Mex. Reg., Aug. Rpt.). 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi) - MEXICO - Biological Control Zone - 
Total of 56,311 trees inspected on 24 properties in Tamaulipas, with 888 infested 
trees found on 13 properties. Parasite releases in areas of 9 states and the 
Territory of Baja California needed. Chemical Control Zone - Eradicative treat- 
ment proceeded on schedule in Nuevo Leon; second of 3 planned applications 
completed. Third treatment expected in September. Total of 98,299 primary and 
secondary host trees treated. Results negative after inspection of 81,847 trees 
on 2,600 properties in States of Nuevo Leon, Tamaulipas and Sonora. (PPC, Mex. 
Reg., Aug. Rpt.). 


BROWN SOFT SCALE (Coccus hesperidum) - TEXAS - Adults and crawlers locally heavy 
on citrus trees in Cameron County; parasites not evident. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Day). 


A SPIDER MITE (Eotetranychus lewisi) - CALIFORNIA - Adults medium on lemon fruit 
in-Fallbrook, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


EUROPEAN FRUIT LECANIUM (Lecanium corni complex) - CALIFORNIA - This pest and 


Argentine ant (Iridomyrmex humilis) in heavy numbers on grapevines in Livermore, 
Alameda County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina americana) - TEXAS - Moderate to heavy and 
locally skeletonizing grape leaves in Johnson County. (Mann). 


A STINK BUG (Euthyrhynchus floridanus) - VIRGINIA - Adults and nymphs common on 
grape foliage locally in Sedley, Southhampton County (Tarpley), and common locally 
in Suffolk, Nansemond County (Amos, Sept. 24). 


AN ARMORED SCALE (Aspidiotus lataniae) - CALIFORNIA — Medium on avocado trees in 
Anaheim, Orange County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis zea) - COLORADO - Eggs present locally in Arkansas 
Valley; parasitism about 25 percent of total egg population. (Schweissing). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - ARIZONA - Caused considerable injury to 
lettuce in Maricopa County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Caused considerable injury to lettuce 
in Maricopa County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


ZEBRA CATERPILLAR (Ceramica picta) - OHIO - Larvae abundant and feeding on cabbage 
plants; 8-10 larvae per plant in Greene County. (Triplehorn, Lyon). 


PARSLEYWORM (Papilio polyxenes asterius) - OHIO - Larvae present on carrot and 
parsley plants in several home gardens in Greene and Fayette Counties. (Lyon). 


SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - OHIO - Adults 
abundant on cucumbers in home gardens in Ross County; leaves moderately skele- 
tonized, with 2-3 adults per leaf in a few locations throughout garden. (Lyon). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - OHIO - Damage moderate to heavy in 
home garden beans in Clinton, Highland and Ross Counties. (Lyon). 


POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on winter squash 
plantings in Angwin, Napa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpith 


| ONE-SPOT STINK BUG (Euschistus variolarius) - OHIO - Moderate on garden beans 
in many south central counties. (Rings, Lyon). 


DIFFERENTIAL GRASSHOPPER (Melanoplus differentialis) - OHIO - Damage moderate to 
heavy on rhubarb leaves in many south central gardens; leaves 20-25 percent des-— 
troyed. (Lyon). 


SERPENTINE LEAF MINERS - OHIO —- Damage moderate to heavy on greenhouse tomato 
foliage in different locations throughout northern area. (Neiswander). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - ARIZONA - Continue to feed on "top crop" 
in many fields in Maricopa and Pinal Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - 
Populations now much lower in cotton, but continue to cause considerable damage 
in number of fields in southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - OKLAHOMA - Small numbers of larvae 
found in gin trash inspected in Greer and Jackson Counties, southwest. Inspec- 
tions in Bryan, Coal, McCurtain, McIntosh, Muskogee and Pittsburg Counties 
negative. Lint cleaner inspections of one Tillman County gin negative. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Occasional larva found in cotton fields in Eddy and 
Dona Ana Counties.

SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Numbers increasing in 
several cotton-producing counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CELERY LEAF TIER (Udea rubigalis) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy in cotton in Bard 
area, Imperial County. (V. Roth). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - ARKANSAS - A northward migration of adults 
has occurred; moths quite numerous at lighted windows in Fayetteville. No larval 
infestations noted or reported in State this season. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
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BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) —- ALABAMA - Gin trash examinations in Macon 
County showed heavy population present. Steady increase in population noted 
during past 3 years. (Barwood, Sept. 28). 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - OKLAHOMA - Populations moderate to heavy on 
cotton in Hobart, Altus and Tipton areas, southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.) NEW 
MEXICO - As growers begin to pick cotton, honeydew becoming a serious problem 
in many Dona Ana County fields. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPIDER MITES - ARIZONA -— Continue injurious in some fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur

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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


SPRUCE BUDWORM (Choristoneura fumiferana) - IDAHO - Defoliation severe along 
Salmon River; many younger trees almost completely defoliated. (Evans). 


BARK BEETLES - ARKANSAS - Ips spp. and Dendroctonus terebrans continued active 
through September. No epidemic infestations encountered. Some treatments applied 
along with salvage in several locations. Surveillance and early application of 
controls prevented loss. (Ark. For. Pest Rpt., Oct.). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - MARYLAND - Heavy on several white 
pines at College Park, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


A DIPTEROUS LEAF MINER (Contarinia sp.) - OREGON - Undetermined species reported 
in CEIR 12(38):1037 as infesting Douglas-fir stands east of Baker determined as 
belonging to this genus. (Capizzi). 


INTRODUCED PINE SAWFLY (Diprion similis) - MINNESOTA - Second-generation popula- 
tions reported damaging roadside plantings of white and Scotch pines; unconfirmed 
report from Brainerd, Crow Wing County, indicated heavy damage to white pine in 
limited area. (Minn. Ins. Rpt., Oct. 1). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - NORTH DAKOTA - Continues active 
on spruce in Cass County area. NG Wey IAS eee. )). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - KANSAS - Various stages found in 
Pawnee and Stafford Counties, south central area; Ellis, Russell and Ellsworth 
Counties, central area; Scott and Trego Counties, west central area. Damage only 
observed in Lane and Gove Counties, west central area; and Rice County, central 
area. These are all new county records. (Charlton, Guldner). OHIO - Severe 
damage to elms observed throughout Clinton, Highland, Ross and Fayette Counties; 
only few adults still present; 75-100 percent of leaves skeletonized on all 
Chinese elms. (Lyon). 


PECAN WEEVIL (Curculio caryae) - OKLAHOMA - Reported active in Stephens and Murray 
Counties, south central. Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - OKLAHOMA - Activity moderate throughout 
Hughes County, southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


POPLAR BORERS - NEW MEXICO - Light to moderate populations damaging poplars in 
Santa Fe and Bernalillo Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - Trapping discontinued in East Central States 
during latter part of August. Trap removal in northern NEW YORK deferred until 
September 1 because of later insect development. Initial collections made August 
9 in Franklin County and August 20 in Hamilton County; traps in Clinton County 
did not yield adults until August 10. Trap recoveries in New York concentrated 
principally in lower Hudson Valley in Westchester, Rockland, Orange and Sullivan 
Counties. Through August 31, total of 64 adults recovered from 45 traps in 
Westchester County; 24 from 21 traps in Rockland County; 26 from 23 traps in Orange 
County; and 12 from 10 traps in Sullivan County. Trapping in Delaware and Otsego 
Counties negative during season. In the Mohawk Valley, 13 adults collected from 
10 traps in Oneida County and one adult in Herkimer County; 3 of these traps, 
yielding 1 adult each, in nonregulated territory. Five adults recovered from 4 
traps in Franklin County, one each in Towns of Chateaugay, Constable, Franklin 

and Fort Covington. Further south in Adirondacks in°Hamilton County, 1 adult 
captured in Town of Indian Lake and 5 from 5 traps in Town of Lake Pleasant. 

No adults trapped beyond immediate vicinity of known infestation in Jefferson 
County. In PENNSYLVANIA during August, 4 males taken from 4 locations; 1 in 
Monroe County and 3 in Pike County. All locations generally along Delaware River 
and fit into the pattern established by collections in July. Only one collection 
made in nonregulated area of northern New England in August; this was at Greensboro, 
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Orleans County, VERMONT. Positive trap sites in NEW JERSEY totaled 87 during 
season to August 31, with total of 111 adults caught in Bergen, Morris, Passaic, 
Sussex and Warren Counties. Egg clusters continue to be found in spots in 
CONNECTICUT; 3 new egg clusters removed from shipment of fuel wood in Town of . 
Durham, Middlesex County, destined for New York City. (PPC, East. Reg., Aug. Rpt.). 


BROWN-TAIL MOTH (Nygmia phaeorrhoea) - MASSACHUSETTS - Males captured in general 
purpose light traps on Plum Island, Essex County, until August 5; indicates 
effective trapping period of approximately 3-4 weeks. NEW HAMPSHIRE - Larval 
activity began August 20. Many males, but no females, attracted to light traps 
in southern area. (PPC, East. Reg., Aug. Rpt.). RHODE ISLAND - Scouting of wood- 
land roads in Perryville area, Washington County, failed to reveal evidence of 
contemporary feeding. (Mathewson). 


VARIABLE OAK LEAF CATERPILLAR (Heterocampa manteo) — ARKANSAS - Quite common in 
southwest and west central parts of State. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). Stripped oaks of 
foliage along lower ridges and in second growth stands in Scott, Logan and southern 
Franklin Counties. Infestations not continuous, but heavy feeding noted near 
Waldron and Booneville. (Ark. For. Pest Rpt., Oct.). 


CATALPA SPHINX (Ceratomia catalpae) - OHIO - Populations very light in south central 
counties, which is in contrast to complete defoliation of many catalpa trees in 
northwest part of State. (Lyon). 


HICKORY SHUCKWORM (Laspeyresia caryana) -— OKLAHOMA - Causing some damage in 
Stillwater area, Payne County. Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


WALKINGSTICKS - ARKANSAS - Large numbers have developed in northwest, west central 
and southwest areas. Diapheromera femorata predominant species; Anisomorpha 
ferruginea also present, but in much smaller numbers. Many walkingsticks immature; 
some mating occurring, but no egg deposition by end of September. Feeding heavily 
on oaks in areas mentioned. (Ark, Ins. Sur.). Generally, infestations occur along 
higher ridges and slopes in Ouachita Mountains area. Black oaks appear to be 
heaviest hit, with feeding noted on white oaks and other tree species; huckleberry 
and serecia lespedeza often stripped. An estimated 10,000 acres of oak timber 
partially or completely detfoliated. (Ark. For. Pest Rpt., Oct.). 


APHIDS - RHODE ISLAND - Colonies of what is apparently Anoecia querci building up 
on leaves of red osier dogwood (Cornus stolonifera) in Peace Dale, Washington 
County. (Mathewson). MARYLAND - Prociphilus imbricator very heavy on beech trees 
at Abingdon and Forest Hill, Harford County. Pterocomma smithiae and Lachnus 
salignus infesting weeping willows at Randallstown, Baltimore County. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Longistigma caryae Severe on weeping willow at a location 
near Dinwiddie, Dinwiddie County, and attracting large numbers of yellow jackets. 
(Tarpley, Oct. 3). OHIO - Unusually high populations of L. salignus on weeping 
willows at a location in Fayette County. Nymphs in clusters of 400-500 only on 
twigs and trunks. (Cutright, Lyon). OKLAHOMA - Monellia sp. causing honeydew 
secretions on pecan leaves in Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
UTAH - Periphyllus lyropictus causing vegetation and cars under linden trees to 
become very sticky in Several parts of Salt Lake City, Salt Lake County, and at 
Brigham City, Box Elder County. (Knowlton). CALIFORNIA - P. smithiae adults 
heavy on domestic willows in Lee Vining, Mono County. Melanocallis | 
caryaefoliae and Monellia costalis heavy on street pecan locally in Fresno, 

Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


LACE BUGS - IDAHO - Nymphal population extremely high on willows along water 
courses in Nez Perce County. (Gittins). 


LEAFHOPPERS - IDAHO - Adults of Keonolla spp. extremely abundant on willows and 
poplars along water courses in Nez Perce County. (Gittins). CALIFORNIA - 
Fieberiella florii medium on Englishlaurel in Pleasanton, Alameda County. 


(CaI=N Coupe RDtEDE 


PIGEON TREMEX (Tremex columba) - NORTH DAKOTA - Damage observed on various trees 
in park at Bismark, Burleigh County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 
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MITES - UTAH - Unspecified species caused spotted damage to foliage of willows in 
Salt Lake and Davis Counties. (Knowlton). NEW MEXICO - An undetermined species 
severely damaging willows about homes in Artesia, Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
OKLAHOMA - Aceria caryae damaging pecan trees in Stillwater area, Payne County. 
(Okla. Coop. Rpt.). OHIO - Vasates quadripedes galls continually found on silver 
and red maples throughout southwest area, with many leaves deformed; 80-150 galls 
per leaf common. (Lyon). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - OHIO - Extremely heavy infestation 
observed at Wilmington, Clinton County; 440 cases counted on one cedar tree; 
infested trees in nearby area included junipers and arborvitae. Heavy infestations 
noted on most evergreens throughout Clinton, Greene, Fayette, Ross and Clark 
Counties. (Lyon). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - OHIO - Damaged native honeylocust trees in 
Fulton County; a new county record. (Walker). ‘ 


A NYMPHALID (Agraulis vanilliae) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on passionvines in Ukiah, 
Mendocino County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus cribricollis) - CALIFORNIA - Medium to heavy populations 
damaging lilac and pomegranate shrubs and trees in Fresno, Fresno County. (Cal. 
Coop. Rpt.)'. 


CRAPEMYRTLE APHID (Myzocallis kahawaluokalani) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on crapemyrtle 
in Lakeport, Lake County, and locally in few other areas statewide. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - OREGON - Probably this species, heavily 
infesting nursery-grown flowering crabapple trees at Troutdale, Multnomah County, 
September 28. (Nicolaison). 


COCCIDS - CALIFORNIA - Pseudococcus citri light to heavy on various nursery stock 
in Paradise, Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). OREGON - Diaspis carueli heavy on 
ornamental juniper in a nursery at Dallas, Polk County, September 27. (Bock). 
VIRGINIA - Unaspis euonymi heavy on euonymus at a location in Blacksburg, 
Montgomery County. (Tarpley, Oct. 5). Chrysomphalus aonidum heavy on Burford 
holly at a location in Halifax County. (Amos, Hall, Oct. 3). MARYLAND - U. 
euonymi infesting euonymus at several locations in Montgomery and Prince Georges 
Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). RHODE ISLAND - U. euonymi heavy on Pachysandra 
sp. and Pachistoma sp. at a location in Kingston, Washington County. An 
Occasional active crawler seen. (Caddick, Mathewson). 


A WHITEFLY (Aleurodes spiraeoides) -— CALIFORNIA - Caused widespread damage to home 
gardens and ornamentals over State. Populations increased during past 3 years; 
becoming severe. Infestations extending into native vegetation in some areas. 
(Gal. Coop.-Rpt.): 


BULB MITE (Rhizoglyphus echinopus) - MARYLAND - Severe on over 1,000 gladiolus 
corms at Clarksville, Howard County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - OKLAHOMA - Light to medium on cattle throughout 
southwestern area; 1,000 per head noted on cattle in Pushmataha and McCurtain 
Counties. Decreased in Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Counts high on cattle in Pushmataha 
and McCurtain Counties; up to 15 per head. Decreased in Stillwater area, Payne 
County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
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STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period September 21-27, a total of 47,839,850 sterile flies was 
released over an area of 63,000 square miles in Texas, with 7,000 square miles 
covered in average overwintering area of New Mexico. Release rate was 600 sterile 
flies per square mile over the general area, with additional flies being released 
in areas favorable to screw-worm populations. A total of 1,376 screw-worm cases 
was reported during this period. New counties reported infested were San Miguel, 
NEW MEXICO, and Craig, OKLAHOMA, (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.). 
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FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - OHIO - Averaged 2 per cow on dairy farm in Highland 
County due to cool weather. Quite abundant during summer months. (Lyon). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Averaged 2 per animal in a Buncombe County dairy herd; one animal with 
20-30 flies about face. (Jones, Sept. 25). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - NEW MEXICO - Built up considerably during past 2 
weeks; nuisance in homes and restaurants in Santa Fe and Bernalillo Counties. 

(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Increasing and becoming pestiferous in and around 
homes in Bryan-College Station area, Brazos County. (Newton). OKLAHOMA - 
Populations down appreciably in Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
OHIO - Adults moving into buildings in southwestern area; declined as cooler 
weather prevails. (Lyon). 


HORSE FLIES (Tabanus spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Counts heavy on cattle in southeastern 
area; averaged 8 per head. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


MOSQUITOES - NEW MEXICO - Very irritating around homes following recent rains in 
Valencia and Bernalillo Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Entered homes in 
Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton). 


PUSS CATERPILLAR (Meglopyge opercularis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Noted on nandina 
plants in New Hanover County. Det. by R. L. Robertson. (Mount). 


VESPIDS - RHODE ISLAND - Complaints of wasps noted locally statewide. (Hannah, 
Cartier, Mathewson). UTAH - Complaints of wasps in homes numerous recently; 
invasion noted in college room at Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton). 
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WINTER TICK (Dermacentor albipictus) - OKLAHOMA - First activity of season noted 
in southeastern and east central areas; counts medium on cattle. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER(Latrodectus mactans) - UTAH - Antivenom necessary for woman 
bitten at Meadow, Millard County. (Knowlton). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - UTAH - Becoming numerous on campus and in 
buildings at Utah State University, Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton). WYOMING - 
Adults numerous and source of irritation to many homeowners in Natrona and 

Converse Counties. (Fullerton). NEW MEXICO - Nuisance in and around homes and 
business establishments in Albuquerque area, Bernalillo County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
MARYLAND - Heavy on building at Ashton, Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
NORTH CAROLINA - Becoming nuisance around homes in Wake County. (Wray), 


STINK BUGS - NEW MEXICO - Several species becoming a nuisance in homes in Bernalillo 
County. (N. M.-Coop. Rpt.) . 


BROWN-BANDED COCKROACH (Supella supellectilium) - NORTH DAKOTA - Noted in home in 
Fargo, Cass County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). UTAH - Pest spread rapidly during past 
12 years; infested additional home in Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton). 


CIGARETTE BEETLE (Lasioderma serricorne) - RHODE ISLAND - Infestations in various 
homes in Cranston, Providence County, attributed to garden club project. 
(Mathewson). MARYLAND - Adults appeared in kitchen in home at Baltimore. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - RHODE ISLAND - Infestation 
in various homes in Cranston, Providence County, attributed to spread through 
a garden club project. (Mathewson). 


ANTS - RHODE ISLAND - Spectacular emergences from lawn and foundation areas 
reported from Providence, Kent and Washington Counties; most specimens identified 
were Lasius sp., especially L. interjectus. (Howard, Hannah, Cartier, Mathewson). 
MARYLAND - Monomorium pharaonis heavy in office building at College Park, Prince 
Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


A HORNTAIL (Sirex areolatus) - CALIFORNIA - Medium in residence in Pleasant Hill, 
Contra Costa County. Heavy populations of other species in forested areas of 
northern counties indicate this is a continuing problem in lumber industry. 
(Cal. Coop. Rpt.). MASSACHUSETTS - Male emerged from newly installed flushtype 
door of mahogany veneer; core and source of door unknown. (Wheeler). 


STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 


ANGOUMOIS GRAIN MOTH (Sitotroga cerealella) - WASHINGTON - Damaged stored sorghum 
seed previously shipped from out of State. (Telford, Sept. 28). ALABAMA - 
Abundant in warehouses in Mobile County. (Wallace, Seibels). 


ALMOND MOTH (Ephestia cautella) - TEXAS - Controls necessary to protect this 
season's stored cottonseed in San Patricio County. (Pawlik). 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - ALABAMA - Abundant in warehouses in 
Mobile County. (Wallace, Seibels). 


MEAL MOTH (Pyralis farinalis) - WYOMING - Larvae found in 2 percent of granaries 
inspected in Natrona and Converse Counties. (Fullerton). 
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CADELLE (Tenebroides mauritanicus) - WYOMING - Adults found in 20 percent of 
granaries inspected in Natrona and Converse Counties. (Fullerton). ALABAMA 
Abundant in warehouses in Mobile County. (Wallace, Seibels). 


RED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium castaneum) - WYOMING - Adults found in 40 percent of 
granaries inspected in Natrona and Converse Counties. (Fullerton). 


CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium confusum) - Adults active in 35 percent of 
granaries inspected in Natrona and Converse Counties. (Fullerton). 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - WYOMING - Adults present 
in most grain bins inspected in Natrona and Converse Counties. (Fullerton). 
NORTH DAKOTA —- Several infestations in stored products noted. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


CIGARETTE BEETLE (Lasioderma serricorne) -— ALABAMA —- Abundant in warehouses in 
Mobile County. (Wallace, Seibels). 


A DERMESTID BEETLE (Trogoderma parabile) - NEVADA - Light in dietary wafers. 
(Bechtel). Light in grain warehouse in Lovelock, Pershing County, and Winnemucca, 
Humboldt County. (Maloney). 


BLACK CARPET BEETLE (Attagenus piceus) -— ALABAMA - Abundant in warehouses in Mobile 
County. (Wallace, Seibels). 


A HAIRY FUNGUS BEETLE (Typhaea stercorea) - TEXAS - Caused considerable damage to 
500 bushels of this year's stored cottonseed in San Patricio County. (Pawlik). 


A MEALYBUG - TEXAS - Undetermined species infested stored potatoes and attacked 
buds in Fayette County. (Bippert). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


LADY BEETLES - IDAHO — Adults of several species average less than 1 per sweep in 
alfalfa hay fields near Parma, Canyon County; eggs and larvae not found. (Waters), 
SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts of unspecified species ranged 3-15 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa 
in State; 1-2 percent larvae. (Hintz). OKLAHOMA - Several species light to 
medium on most crops. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GREEN LACEWINGS (Chrysopa spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Light to medium on most crops. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Chrysopa sp. continues present in corn; ranged 
1-12 per plant in central and north central areas. (Hintz). 


DAMSEL BUGS - OKLAHOMA —- Nabis sp. ranged light to medium on most crops. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Unspecified species ranged 3-15 per 10 sweeps in 
alfalfa in State. (Hintz). 


BIG-EYED BUGS (Geocoris spp.) - ARKANSAS - G. punctipes most common species in 
State; however, G. uliginosus was collected in numbers in soybeans especially 
during late July and August and September. G. punctipes much more numerous but 
in a few cases both species comparables (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - Several small, spot infestations 
found in St. Francis County, ARKANSAS, and one infestation found in Mississippi 
County. Infestations were found for the first time in TENNESSEE at Campcreek, 
Greene County; at Nashville, Davidson County; and at McLemoresville, Carroll 
County. None of the infestations fully delimited yet. Inspections in the 
CAROLINAS revealed several spot infestations in known infested counties. 
Infestations found for the first in Calhoun County, GEORGIA; 2,080 acres delimited 
in that county and additional collections made in Wheeler, Ben Hill, Richmond and 
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Irwin Counties. Rather heavy infestations noted in the peanut-growing area of 
State; treatment and special care needed in movement of regulated articles from 
that area. A new infestation found in Bullock County, ALABAMA, is an extension 

of recent collection in Russell County. New areas also found in Baldwin, Calhoun, 
Crenshaw, Chambers, Marshall, Talladega, Tallaposa and Sumter Counties. Heavy 
populations in environs of nurseries required special care in moving regulated 
articles from these areas. Only minor extensions of areas in MISSISSIPPI found. 
Inspections of 16 southern LOUISIANA parishes showed extensions in 4 parishes and 
a first collection in St. John the Baptist Parish. (PPC, So. Reg., Aug. Rpt.) 

No further infestations found in KENTUCKY although survey was conducted since 
original collections of 6 adults at Hazel, Calloway County, on July 26 and August 
1; all adults collected within radius of 50 feet. During August, 1,618 properties 
in Calloway, Graves, Daviess, Fulton, Hopkins, McCracken and Webster Counties, 
Kentucky inspected. Spot checks in Hillsboro, Montgomery County, ILLINOIS, and on 
149 properties in 9 counties in MISSOURI negative. (PPC, Cent. Reg., Aug. Rpt.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - NEW MEXICO - No specimens collected from 
traps placed at airports throughout State. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OREGON - 
Trapping completed; no specimens recovered from traps or inspections in State 
this season. (Larson). 


A LEAF BEETLE (Lema nigrovittata) - CALIFORNIA - Medium on Jimpsonweed area, in 
Sacramento area, Sacramento County, and in Placer County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solonopsis saevissima richteri) -— Treatments applied to high- 
way right-of-way in several counties in TEXAS. Surveys on northern LOUISIANA 
resulted in finding extensions of infestations, especially in Bossier and Caddo 
Parishes. Approximately 67,000 acres treated in Savannah area, Chatham County, 
and Columbus area, Muscogee County, GEORGIA, during August. A wood-storage area 
at Brunswick, Glynn County, treated as combined imported fire ant and white- 
fringed beetle control. (PPC, So. Reg., Aug. Rpt.). 


LESSER MEALWORM (Alphitobius diaperinus) - MARYLAND - Adults and larvae abundant 
in chicken litter at Salisbury, Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - NEW MEXICO - Unusually heavy populations defoliated 
puncturevine in several areas in Dona Ana County. Qin elie Coopeenpitep 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) —- ALABAMA - Migration quite obvious along 
U. S. Highway 90 in Baldwin and Mobile Counties. (Seibels, Sept. 28). 


MILLIPEDS - NEBRASKA - Populations of undetermined species high in corn in 
Saline and Seward Counties; moderate elsewhere in central and southern areas.

SUBJECT: Estimated Damage and Crop Loss Caused by Insect/Mite Pests - 1961 


This report of estimated damage and dollar crop loss attributed to insect/mite 
pests is a summarization of special reports submitted by agricultural commission- 
ers. Preparation of this information by each county involves a great deal of 
work, and yet this data must of necessity be considered an estimate only, as the 
final crop returns information is not available at the time of preparation. 


This year cooperation by all reporting counties was 100 percent and most county 
reports were complete, giving estimated crop value, percentage loss caused by 
insects and cost treatment. There was less need for reinterpretation of the 
data presented as in former years to make a comprehensive final report. 


Insect pests that occur on a wide diversity of crops, in geographical differences 
encountered within the State, and by local cultural practices require the recording 
of a wide variety of species. 


Damage and loss figures from minor pests are not usually reported and are not 
included in the statistics. The totals for assessable yield loss and control 
costs do not always equal the estimated over-all total due to the overlapping of 
treatments for several insects and other associated factors. Percentage loss is 
given as the lowest-highest value rather than an average. 


Insect behavior during 1961 varied from what is considered normal. Aphid popula- 
tions did not disappear with the advent of hot weather and populations remained 
in some locations throughout the year. Mite populations were more intense, more 
widespread, recognized too late, and more of a problem than for many years. 


Reporting of broader groups comprising more than one species as a composite was 
more prevalent this year in damage loss figures. Where damage loss is attributed 
to a single species it was so credited. 


Animal pests are included in the estimate, but due to no central source reporting, 
these reports represent only a few counties. While considerable effort has been 
directed to obtaining such reports, the results have not been the extent desired. 


Forest pests are included in cooperation with the U. S. Forest Service and the 
Pacific Southwest Forest and Range Experiment Station. The losses in timber 
during 1961 were greater than the previous year but the loss costs were lower 
due to a lower price return for the lumber. 


Structural and commercial pest control is also represented. This section includes 
termite control, household pests and rodents and wood rots. The widespread use of 
"termite clearances" in the sale and transfer of property has become almost 
standard practice by escrow instructions, lending agencies and title companies. 

In September the law required that all termite inspections be filed with the 
Structural Pest Control Board. Estimated dollar costs for individual structural 
pests is practically impossible, as treatment for a combination of structural 
pests is a general practice within the industry. The information on structural 
pests is furnished by the Structural Pest Control Operators of California. 
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-. cases where damage-loss figures are assigned to a single species, it is so 
credited, whereas such assignments for broader groups comprising more than one 
species are reported compositely. Loss costs of 34 individual crop pests listed 


ran over a million dollars. 


The attached table presents the breakdown of assigned damage-loss dollar value.
